Provinces,  equally  would  be  back  to  the 
B N A.  Act  without  qualifuaiion  or  condi- 
tion Nor  can  that  staiuir  be  waived  uni- 
laterally. For  that  reason.  .Mr  Ilsley's  budget 
IS  a major  political  blunder  in  Canada, 
it  assumes  that  the  British  North  America 
Act  IS  nor  there 

In  to  far  as  the  public  is  concerned,  one 
can  speak  of  tax  trends  more  readily  than 
tax  changes  I here  it  some  slight  nod  to 
business  in  the  reduction  by  ten  per  cent  of 
the  corporation  tax.  and  variation  in  the 
fxceti  proAcs  tax  over  certain  levels  On  the 
other  hand,  federal  succession  duties  — 
already  severe  --  are  to  be  doubled,  with 
whatever  effect  that  will  have  on  the  employ-

I he  salient  fact  is  that  the  tax  relief  that 
the  public  was  looking  for  has  not  come 
I he  big  stick  held  over  the  heads  of  the  nine 
Provinces  makes  it  apparent  chat  it  was  never 
intended  Nothing  of  any  consequence  is  to 
change  the  position  of  the  individual  taxpayer 
in  r'espect  to  this  calendar  year.  The  measure 
of  uncertainty  over  Dominion  Provincial  re- 
lations will  contifvue  to  bind,  rather  than  free, 
private  enterprise,  and  this  in  a year  when 
federal  defkiti  ace  to  continue  nearly  as  high  as 
they  were  perforce  during  the  actual  period  of 
hostilities  Meanwhile,  a change  of  name 
for  the  annual  federal  loan,  drives,  from 
'war'  bonds  to  saving'  bonds  alters 
notl  ing  Mr.  (Isley  s two  budget  horses  arc 
being  asked  to  do  a peacetime  job  at  wartime 
preuurri,  and  that  on  top  of  six  years  of 
unceasing  effort  by  everyone  in  the  land  In
